A cover for the jug that contains 
the bot water for shaving purposes Is 
alw ays a useful article, but now that 
the cold weather Is w ith us, It Is more 
than ever essential.

fore, a sketch of a handy cover, that 
can be slipped over tile* jug after It 
has been filled, and that leaves the 
handle free, so that the jug may be 
easily carried w ith the cover upon It. 
Blan ketin g is perhaps the hest m a­ 
terial to select to m ake it In, but any 
thick woolen fabric m ay he used.
